NEW CITRUS GROUP: 
FORMED TO MANAGE 
EUCLID BUILDING 


The packing house on Euclid 
avenue, just south of the Santa 
Fe tracks, will be reopened No~ 
vember 1 under the name of Eue- 
lid Avenue Orange Association. 
The new association was formed 
by C. I. Cartwright and Irvin 
Hartley of LaVerne and Hast 
Thomason to accommodate grow- 
ers who were unable to obtain 
membership in LaVerne Coopera- 
tive Citrus association because the 
house has been closed to addition- 
al navel acreage, and to accom- 





|modate any other growers who 


may desire to join. 

While the new association will 
be operated strictly as a unit sep- 
arate from the LaVerne Cooper- 
ative Citrus association, C. EL 
Cartwright, manager of LaVerne — 
Cooperative Citrus association, 
with permission of his board of 
directors, will direct the activities 
of both associations with H. Ee 
Thomason as assistant manager im 
charge of the Euclid avenue house 
and Irvin Hartley as field man. 

Cartwright is widely known in 
the California citrus industry as 
a capable manager, since LaVerne 
Cooperativ Citrus association has 
grown in 20 years to be one of 
the largest in the state. Thoma- 
son has been in the growers ser- 
vice department of Mutual Or- 
ange Distributors for 18 years and 
is widely known throughout the 
citrus areas. Mr. Hartley like- 
wise is widely known, since he 
has been in the field department 
of the LaVerne association for 15 
years. 

The new association, sponsored 
by these three men, will handle 
navel and Valencia oranges and 
grapefruit, and will market 
through Mutual Orange Distrib- 
utors. 





Citrus Shipments 
At More Than 100 
‘arloads Each Week 





Citrus shipments from this dis- 
trict continue at the rate of more 
than 100 carloads a wek, with 
the total since November 1 being
